The names 
of the Republican candidates are be­ 
low the names of the Democratic can­ 
didates, instead of being printed first, 
in accordance with the Provisions of 
the Act of 1901. 
The order is deter­ 
mined by the party ticket whose head 
has the highest number of votes at 
the most recent presidential election. 
The petition asked that a rule be 
directed to the county commissioners 
to show why the said mistakes should 
not la* corrected. 
This was granted. 
S. S. Neely Esq., representing the 
county commissioners, admitted for 
that board that the ballots were in­ 
correctly printed, and Mr. Neely and 
J. Donald Swope, representing 
the 
petitioner, admitted that it was 
too 
late to correct the error in the ballot 
l**fore the election. 
The Court then

this 
rule: 
“There being admittedly not sufficient 
time within which to correct the error 
complained of prior to the election, 
the rule granted it hereby discharg­ 
ed, without prejudice to the rights of
